While other
academied may be compared to monarchies or |
oligarchies, that of Dusseldorf i3, by its liberty
and equality, like a republic. The Director

rights and privileges to all styles, inclnd-
g, of course, the naturalistic. Even at this |
moment are found within her borders painters |
in manner wide as the poles asunder, Among
the nnmber may be ennmerated Professors |
Deger, Ittenbaok, and Carl Miiller, laaders in
the go-called Christian school; Bandsmann, |
